The Council regretted 
to note that inspite of the efforts made, the Central Govern- 
ment did not sanction the grant-in-aid during the year under 
report, The Council could not also repay the interest free 
deposit loan instalment during the year under report. The 
work of the committees has also suffeied because of paucity 
of funds. The Council noted with regret that while most of 
the State Governments have agreed to meet the expenses on 
travelling of their nominees for attending the meetings of 
the. Council/Committees, the authorities of the All India 
Council for Technical Education are still to agree to 
bear the TA & DA of their nominees for attending the meet- 
ings of the Council/Committecs. 


Camp Office 

The Camn Office of the Council continued to function from 
the premises of the Northern Chapter of the Indian Institute 
of Architects. The Council’s rcaucst to allow it to function 
from Delhi is under consideration by the Government of 
Tndia. The Central Government continued to press the 
Council for shifting Its Office outside Delhi. The staff mem- 
bers appointed on deputation/ad hoc basis continued to func- 
tion from the Camp Office Inspite of many difficulties.

CWAs at the end of the year was 
398 as against 391 in the previous year. In addition there 
were 881 qualified persons yet to be admitted either as 
members or as Grad. CWAs. 

On 31st March 1978, 534 members were holding Certifi- 
cate of Praclice. 

REGISTERED STUDENTS 

The number of persons admitted as Registered Students 
during the year was 19357 as aginst 18519 in the previous 
year, whereas there was cancellation of 6473 registrations 
any operation of Regulation 25 for expiry of seven years’ 
limit. The total number of Registered Students on the roll 
was over 80.000. 

EXAMINATIONS 

The Intermediate, Final and Management Accountancy 
Examinations were held in June and December 1977 ac- 
cording to the schedule.

The above ligures show that while there has been an 
increase by 12%' in the enrolments for postal coaching, the 
same for oral coaching has gone down by 13%. 

RESEARCH 

During the year, two research publications haivc been 
brought out, of which one is by Dr. S. K. Chakraborty on 
Corporate Capital Structure and the other by Shri Ashutosh 
Sett on Cost of Quality Control. The third study on Cost 
Accounting in Commercial Banking Industry by Shri Arun 
Ghosh has also been completed which is now at the final 
stage of printing and is likely to appear, shortly. In addi- 
tion another study on Managerial Reporting by Shri G. R. 
Kulkarni has also been .at the final printing stage and will 
be available soon. 

The Institute has undertaken a research project cm Farm 
Accounting and Control. The draft of the study has already 
been completed for being considered by the Research and 
Publications Committee. This study is also likely to appear 
soon. Another study undertaken by the Institute is on com- 
position of Distribution Costs and their Control. Work on 
the study is progressing. 

The ICSSR study on Comparative Efficiency in Fertilizer 
Industry in India 1961-62 to 1970-71 has been completed 
and tiig report - thereon will be submitted to the ICSSR 
shortly. 

In addition to the above projects, some other projects like 
Management Accounting in Public Enterprises have been 
assigned to members who evinced interest in doing research 
work. Progress on the studies has been maintained during 
the year. 

JOURNAL 

As on previous years, the circulation of the Journal in 
the year under review continued io show an upward trend. 
The total, circulation hro touched the figure of 16000 per 
month, cf which about 50% are being subscribed for by 
Registered Students. Special attempts are being made to 
make ihe Journal more and more useful to students by 
way of inclusion of relevant articles in the Students Sec- 
tion. A good number of fairly analytical articles also ap- 
peared in the Features Section and under Current Topics 
dealing with different matters of interest to members and 
general readers.

The activities of Regional Councils in the year under re- 
view were satisfactory. A number of Seminars, Discussion 
Meetings, Study Group Sessions and similar other events ot 
interest to the profession were the normal features of these 
activities. One of their major activities was and has been 
the extension of oral coaching facilities lo increasing num- 
ber of students. 

CHAPTERS OF COST ACCOUNTANTS 

The total number of Chapters of Cost Accountants so 
lar established in the country was 43 as on 31st March 
1978. Of them a few are yet to complete their formalities 
for being integrated with the Institute. 

All the Chapters are continuing their usual activities, 
much s.milar to those of the Regional Councils, Some of 
these Chapters arc also extending oral coaching facilities 
to students prept’iring for the Institute’s examinations. 

The Council is happy lo report that the building for the 
Bangalore Chapter has now been further extended and is 
ready for carrying out all ils normal functions within this 
building itself. The renovated building was formally open- 
ed by Hon’blc Shri Devrnj Urs, Chief Minister of Karna- 
taka, on 8lh April 1978. 

OVERSEAS CENTRES 

The Overseas Centre at Zambia and Tanzania, as men- 
tioned in the last year’s report, have been carrying on their 
activities, which arc being reported from time to time in the 
Journal of the Institute, 

COMPANIES ACT 

As reported earlier, the Council made representations to 
the Central Government for making several amendments to 
the Companies Act. The major recommendations made 
were that (a) Cost Accountants should be compulsorily ap- 
pointed in companies having paid-up share capital of Rs. 25 
lakhs or more, (b) a firm of Cost Accountants should be 
eligible for appointment as Crist Auditors, and (c) the 
proviso to Section 223H(1), being redundant in the present 
context, should be deleted, The decision of the Government 
is awaited. 

DIRECT TAX LAWS COMMITTEE 

The Council has submitted a memorandum to the Direct 
Tax Laws Committee, appointed by the Government of India.

The memorandum contained a number of recommendations 
for amendmenl of direct tax laws in the interest of the 
national economy. 

HIGH POWERED EXPERT COMMITTEE FOR REVIEW 

OF COMPANIES ACT AND MRTP ACT 

The members are, no doubt, aware that the Central Gov- 
ernment appointed n High Powered Expert Committee for 
Review of Companies Act and MR I P Act, headed by Jus- 
tice Shri Rajinder Sachar. The Expert Committee issued a 
Questionnaire containing as many as 230 questions. For 
giving appropriate answers to these questions from the In- 
stitute’s point of view, a small Committee was appointed by 
the Council. The Committee, alter long deliberations, sub- 
mitted replies to these questions to the Expert Committee 
on 1st November 1977. The Institute’s representatives also 
tendered oral evidence before the Expert Committee. 

COST AUDIT 

Since last report, Cost Accounting Record Rules have 
been framed for three more industries which are Colton 
Textiles, Polyester and Nylon. The twenty-six industries 
for which Cost Accounting Record Rules have been framed 
arc — 

Cement, Tyres and Tubes, Caustic Soda, Electric Motor, 
Cycle, Room Air-Conditioners, Motor Vehicles, Electric 
Lamps, Refrigerators, Automabilc Batteries, Electric 
Fans, Agricultural Tractors, Aluminium, Vanaspati, Built 
Drugs, Sugar, Infant Milk Food, Jute Goods, Papper, 
Industrial Alcohol, Rayon, Dyes, Soda Ash, Cotton 
Textiles, Polyester and Nylon. 

The institute has already published Cost Audit Booklets in 
respect of twenty-one industries. Similar booklets relating 
to Rayon, Dyes, Soda Ash, Polyester and Nylon industries 
are under preparation. 

The Council acknowledges with thanks the great coopera- 
tion extended by many members and others in preparing 
Cost Audit Booklets. 

ALL INDIA COST CONFERENCE 

The 20th All India Cost Conference was held in Calcutta 
from 27th to 29th January 1978. The Conference was in- 
augurated by Dr. Pratap Chandra Chunder, Union Minister of 
Education, Social Welfare and Culture. Jhe Chief Minis ter 
of West Bengal, Shri Jyoti Basu, was the Chief Guest. The 
Conference was graced by the presence of distinguished guests 
like Shri B. P. Poddar, President, Federation of Indian 
Chambers of Commerce and Industries, Sbri J. Scngupta, 
President, Bengal Chamber of Commerce and Industry, Swami 
Lokeswarannnda, President, Rnmkrislma Mission Institute of 
Culture, and others. 

The theme of the Conference was “The Management 
Accountant and Society” with topics specially focussed on 
“Sick Indusries”, “Professional Contribution", and "Social 
Evaluation.” 

In the Inaugural Session, the Welcome Address was deliver- 
ed by Shri R. P. Mondul, Chairman, Eastern India Regional 
Council of (he Institute, which was followed by addresses by 
Shri N. K, Bose, Chairman, Conference Committee, and Shri 
S. K, Mitra, President of the Institute, The three Technical 
Sessions were chaired by distinguished personalities, Shri R. 
V, Raman, Chairman, Industrial Reconstruction Corporation 
of India, Shti J. Sengupta, President, Bengal Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry, and Dr. Bhabalosh Datta, an Emi- 
nent Economist. The Valedictory Session was chaired by 
Dr. Sushil Kumar Mukherjce, Vice-Chancellor, Calcutta 
University. 

Apart from Technical Sessions, there was a Practising 
Members Meet under the Chairmanship of Shri S. K. Mitra, 
President of the Institute, a Students Convention under the 
Chairmanship of Shri S. Suryanarayanan, Vice-President of 
the Institute and a Meeting of the Heads of Oral Coaching 
Institutions, chaired by Shri Shyamal Banerjee, a past President 
and a Council Member of the Institute. 

On tile cultural side, there was a mime show by Shri Jogesh 
Dutta and an audio-visual programme by Ammda Shankar 
and party. Conducted tour was also organised for those 
coming from outside Calcutta. 


The Conference was well attended by delegates coming from 
all over India. The presence of foreign delegates from 
Bangladesh and Pakistan added colour to the Conference. 

ELEVENTH INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF 
ACCOUNTANTS 

The Eleventh International Congress of Accountants was 
held in Munich, Germany, between 10th and 14th October 
1977, which was represented by 99 accounting bodies in 66 
countries. A delegation from the Institute consising of 10 
members, of whom three were from outside India, attended 
the Congress. The total number of participants and their 
accompanying persons were over 6000. 

Before commencement of the Congress there was a meeting 
of the Heads of Delegations on 7th October, At this meeting, 
the InsiituLo was represented by Shri N. K. Bose who was the 
leader of the Institute's delegation. A decision was takon to 
hold the next Congress in Mexico City in 1982. 

On the same afternoon, the representatives of accounting 
bodies took the historical decision to establish International 
Federation of Accountants (IF AC ) replacing the International 
Coordination Committee lor Accountancy, Profession 
(iCCAPJ. The Agreement for constituting IF AC was signed 
by Shri N. K. Bose on behalf of the Institute along with 
others representing various accounting bodies of the world. 
To attain Lhc objectives of 1FAC seven sub-committces were 
formed. 

On 8th October, there was a meeting of the representatives 
from Cost and Management Accounting bodies of different 
countries, namely, Australia, Canada, India, Pakistan, the 
United Kingdom and the United States of America, wherein 
discussion took place regarding Chairmanship of the Manage- 
ment Accounting Sub-Committee of the IF AC and the role of 
this Sub-Committee, The proposal made by Shri N K. Bose 
at this meeting for encouraging setting up of Cost and 
Management Accounting Bodies in different countries received 
wide support, 

The opening session of the Congress was addressed by 
Bavaria’s Prime Minis ter, The Congress President Dr. Karl 
Heinz Forster welcomed lhc delegates. 

A number of Study Group Sessions were held simulta- 
neously on 13lh and 1 4th October. One of the Study Group 
Sessions was chaired by Shri S. K. Mitra, the President of the 
Institute, assisted by Sbri V. Kalyanaramaji as Vice-Chairman. 
Another Session was held under the Chairmanship of Shri M. 
Srccnivasa Rao, a past President of the Institute. 

Shri S. K. Mitra, President, and, Shri N. K, Bose, Leader 
of the delegation, seized the opportunity to givo a reception 
to the delegates from Management Accounting bodies and 
their wives. The reception was also attended by Dr. Adolf 
J. H. Enthoven of the University of Texas. 

CAPA EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

A meeting of the Executive Committee of the Confederation 
of Asian and Pacific Accountants was held in Munich, 
Germany, on 8th October 1977. India was represented at 
this meeting by Shri S. K. Mitra, President, accompanied by 
Shri N. K. Bose and Shri V. Kalyanaraman, 

INTERNATIONAL ACCOUNTING STANDARDS 

The Exposure Drafts and the definitive statements of the 
International Accounting Standards are being circulated to 
members from lima to time through the Journal of the 
Institute. 


COMMITTEES OF CENTRAL GOVERNMENT AND 
THE INST ITUTE 

The Institute is represented in the Advisory Committee for 
Management Accountancy in Government Departments, 
appointed by the Finance Ministiy, by Shri S. K. Mitra, 
President, succeeding Shri A. K. Biswas. 

Shri M, Sreenivasa Rao, a past President of the Institute, 
continues to be a member of the Company Law Advisory 
Committee and the High Powered Committee on Simplifica- 
tion of Companies Act and MRTP Act. 
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Shri A. K. Biswas, another past President of the Institute, 
also continues to be a member of the High Powered Com- 
mittee for Cost Control in River Valley Projects, appointed 
by the Ministry of Agriculture and Irrigation. 


ACCOUNTS 

The audited accounts of the Institute for the year 1977-78, 
together with the Auditor’s Report, arc annexed hereto.
